Under the new bill, state banks 
and trust companies could deposit 
their securities with the federal re- 
serve and obtain the new currency 
now being issued. ‘They would be re- 
quired, however. to maintain with re- 
serve banks the same reserve balance 


deposits as are now required of mem- | 


rs. 

Approval of state banking depart- 
ments for !oan applications would be 
required and non-members while in- 
debted to the federal reserve would 
be subject to the same rules and reg- 
ulations as apply to members.

Sale of Military Secrets 
Charged to English Officer 


LONDON, March 20.—())—A tall 
good-looking youth. a lieutenant in the 
aristocratic Seaforth Highlanders, 
went on trial today before a court- 
martial composed of his brother of- 
ficers on ten charges involving the sale 
of military secrets which might prove 
useful to an enemy country. 

“I am not mincing words,” said 
Major H. Shapeott, the prosecutor, 
'with a finger leveled at the defendant. 
‘Lieutenant Ncrman  Baillie-Stewart. 
‘the son of a lievtenant colonel. “The 
prosecution contends that Lieutenant 
Baillie-Stewart sold his country for 
the sake of pounds sterling or 
more.” (By current exchange 50 
|pounds sterling is $173.) 
| In a tw -and-a-half-hour speech, 
Major Sh. peott outlined the govern- 
iment’s case—a case: built upon an ex- 
‘change of letters between Lieutenant 
| Baillie-Stewart anc persons in Berlin

closed. Two of the letters reaching 
the lievtenan! from Berlin contained 
money. one of the ten 5-pound sterling

For several weeks Lieutenant Bail 
lie-Stewart has been in prison in the 
Tower of London. His identity was 
kept secret for some time until a con- 
siderable mystery grew up about him.

FREIGHT RATE HE 
DENED IN GEORGU 


Commission Declines To 
Permit Continuance of 
Emergency Increase. 


Application of the railroads for au- 
thority to continue for six months 


the emergency 10 per cent increase 
in freight rates, granted by the in- 
terstate commerce commission for in- 
terstate traffic Monday was denied 
by the Georgia public service commis- 
sion for intrastate traffic. 


The rates expire by limitation on 
March 31, having been’ placed in ef- 
fect on January 4, 1932. by the inter- 
state commerce commission, the Geor- 
gia commission following suit. 

In a statement explaining the ac- 
tion of the eommission on his motion 
that the application for a continua- 
tion be denied -Commissioner James 
A. Perry, chairman, said that while 
he realizes the need of maintaining 
the railroad system, he believes that 
what is needed is a reduction and 
not an inerease in order to obtain 


the business 

Mr. Perry’s statement was as fol- 
lows: : 

On December 28, 1931. the commission 
approved an application of the Georgia car- 
riers to make effective the so-called emer- 
gency rates which had previously been ap- 
proved by the interstat commerce commis- 
sion, effective January 4, 1932. The rates 
expire by limitation March 31 of this year. 
Seme months ago the carriers went to the 
interstate commerce commission and asked 
for authority to continue said rates and, 
likewise, filed an application with the 
Georgia commission for similar authority. 
A hearng was had on the application filed 
with the interstate commerce commission, 
with which we are quite famillar, showing 
that the railroads thronghout the country, 
in many instances, were not actually earn- 
ing sufficient revenne to pay fixed charges 
and that while sald emergency rates were 
designed to preserve the financial struc- 
ture of the railroad system throughout the 
United States and, at the same time a 
large public interest, actual experience has 
been such as to at least raise the ques- 
tion of whether any improved condition 
has resnited from such emergency rates. 

In making the motion that the applica- 
tion of the carriers for a continuation of, 
said emergency rates be denied, I was 
prompted to do so in the belief that the 
very life of the railroads depend upon a 
reduction in rates rather than an increase. 
During the past year, since the emergency 
rates have been in effect, I have kept a 
constant watch on the carriers’ business fol- 
lowing said emergency increase. The in- 
terstate commerce commission § estimated 
that said emergency rates would yield ap- 
proximately $125,000,000 throughout’ the 
United States, but, in point of fact, the 
record as made before the interstate com- 
merce commission shows that the carriers 
have actually collected only about half of 
the amount estimated the increase would 
bring about. It is my best judgment that 
the emergency charge has not actually re- 
suited in any increased revenue to the 
railroads, but, on the contrary, in all prob- 
abllity has caused a loss of revenue far 
in excess of the amount of the extra 
emergency charge that was anticipated by 
the interstate commerce commission. 

I quite appreciate the sympathy of the 
shipping public in an effort to preserve 
the railroads of our country. It is true 
that no community can develop beyond its 
transportation facilities and just as true 
that the railroads are, as a rule, the larg- 
est individual taxpayers of any industry 
in the United States. However, notwith- 
standing this sympathetic feeling, the fact 
remains that the shipping public will not 
pay more to the railroads for transporta- 
tion service than the same service can be 
had from other forms of transportation, 

The so-called emergency charge was not 
authorized, in any view, with the thought 
of prescribing meximum reasonable rates, 
and has not been so used either by the 
roads since it has been in effect.

0 PERSONS DEAD 
IN OniO FLOODS 


Many Thousands Driven 
From Lowland Homes 
as Menace Spreads. 


By the Associated Press. 

Destructive flood waters lashed 
through the Ohio river basin Monday 
and their menace spread toward the 
Mississippi. 

At least eight persons had met 
death along the murky course of the 
Ohi and the climbing waves tempo- 
rarily had driven many thousands 
from lowland homes. 

The weather bureau at Washing- 
ton predicted flood stages at Cairo, 
Ill., where the Ohio flows into the 
Father of Waters, by Saturday; at 
Memphis by March 29 and at Helena, 
Ark., by March 31. 

Even further south, torrential 
rains sent most Alabama streams 
surging out of their banks and warn- 
ings were issued to residents along 
four of them—the Tombigbee, War- 
rior, Cuhaba and the Alabama. 

With all these reports :n hand, 
four national organizations immedi- 
ately set out to rush relief into the 
hard-pressed Ohio valley area. They 
will join state and local agencies 
which were already heroically func- 
tioning. 

The National Red Cross warned 
65 chapters along the Ohio between 
Wheeling, W. V., and Cairo, Ill.—

The Buffalo coast guard was au- 
thorized from Washington to organ- 
ize a relief expedition of 80 men with 
surfboats and skiffs.

The navy department ordered two 
amphi ‘an planes and eight pilots to 
be made available for flood relief 
work in the valley and the navy re- 
serve personnel in the flood area was 
requested to render all possible as- 
sistance. 

Well over a score of cities and 
towns along the Ohio, including the 
area between Steubenville, Ohio, and 
Evansville, Ind., were suffering from 
flood waters in various degrees. The 
national guard was assisting other 
relief agencies in Ohio and Kentucky. 

The largest city affected in the 
area was Cincinnati, with the towns 
of Newport amd Covington, Ky., just 
across-the Ohio river. In Newport 
alone 2,000 families were driven to 
higher ground. Parts of residential 
Cincinnati were isolated and trans- 
portation was hampered.

At a signal from a guard, indicat- 
ing the last electrode had been fast- 
ened, Sheriff Dan Hardie, of Dade 
county (Miami), threw the switch at 
9:15 o'clock. 

Body Stiffens. 

Zangara’s body stiffened. He jerk- 
ed his head upward. His hands 
clenched the chair, 

The motor hummed three minutes 
and the current was turned off. The

Rev. Mr. Sheffield began reading 
Scripture but Zangara interrupted 
him with more shouting. Finally, 
however, he grew quieter and © lis- 
tened»to the reading. : 

But he did not remain quiet for 
long. Before the minister had finish- 
ed, Zangara broke into another up- 
roar that continued until guards ied 
him to the execution chamber, which 
was guarded by militiamen with ma- 
chine guns on the roof. 

Thus far, no decision has been 
reached regarding disposition of Zan- 
rara’s body. Several medical schools 
have requested it for scientific re- 
search. 

Thousands witnessed the attempt to 
assassinate President Roosevelt in 
Bay Front park in Miami. He had 
just returned from a fishing cruise. 

Mayor Cermak, standing near the 
Roosevelt automobile, was struck hy 
one bullet. Others wounded besides 
him and Mrs. Gill were William Sin- 
nott, of New York; Miss Margaret 
Kruis, of Newark, N. J., and Russell 
Caldwell, of Coconut Grove, Fla. 

Mayor Cermak died March 6 and 
Zangara was indicted for murder the 
same day. 

On March 9 he pleaded guilty with 
a show of defiance and the next day 
he was sentenced to death.

of. So far as I can learn there is no 
known antiseptic that has any proved 
efficacy in the treatment of disease. 
No such agent or remedy has been 
discovered that will appreciably mod- 
ify or ameliorate any définite disease 
or illness. This is the irony of science. 
If you do not perceive the irony it Is 
because you do not know the first 
principles of pathology, the nature of 
disease. If you make habitual or fre- 
quent use of antiseptic remedies in 
the belief that the practice benefits 
you in any way, charge your credulity 
to your bad education, 

Indeed there is little or no evidence 
that antiseptic medicines are worth 
using even to prevent infectious dis- 
ease or to protect one against any 
prevailing epidemic disease. Although 
a few good physicians may take a 
different view, the majority of phy- 
sicians today are of the opinion that 
antiseptic gargles. nose and throat 
sprays, lozenges, mouth washes and 
the like are not worth While in the 
attempt to escape 
prevailing disease.

A SAD FAILURE. 
(From the Macon Telegraph.) 

The session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture just closed was the most futile 
in recent years. Meeting at a time 
when legislative relief and reform 
were more needed than ever before, it 
accomplished nothing. The hundreds 
of thousands of dollars which the tax- 
payers spent keeping the session in 
Atlanta were thrown away. Every- 
thing the body accomplished could 
have been done within the space of a 
week, 

Only one piece of major routine 
legislation was enacted: The appro- 
priations bill for the next two years. 
It was held over for the final hours 
of the session and was jammed 
through carrying appropriations esti- 
mated at a million dollars more than 
the anticipated income. Fortunately 
there is the provision that the gover- 
nor can trim the appropriations to 
make the outgo balance the income. 

No effort was made to reform the 
tax system in the state. Everyone 
realizes that we are laboring under an 
antiquated tax system which must be 
reformed before we can make any 
progress in Georgia and virtually all 
the legislators were committed to some 
relief of the inequalities of the system 
before they went to Atlanta in Jan- 
uary but it was waylaid until too 
late to do anything about it. 

The legislature could not even agree 
on the simple matter of how much 
the state will sell automobile tags for. 
The mahy days spent in wrangling 
over the tag bill were wasted and 
Governor Talmadge will make good 
his campaign promise for $3 tags by 
suspending payment “in excess of $3” 
for the licenses. Apparently he has 
that right under the law. 

No economy was efefcted. Both 
houses passed legislation cutting sal- 
aries but there was a difference of 
opinion and the difficulties never were 
settled and no action was taken. 

The list of needed laws ignored or 
lost in the rush could be extended in- 
definitely. 

The single measure passed to better 
conditions in the state was the grant- 
ing of more power to the board of re- 
gents of the university system to en- 
able it to have the needed control over

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$400,000 0O0G0LD 
RETURNS T0 BANKS 


Officials Gratified by Re- 
sponse to Roosevelt’s 
Anti-Hoarding Order. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—(4)— 
A golden flood into the federal re- 
serve banks has returned well above 
$400,000,000 in two weeks.since Presi- 
dent Roosevelt decreed hoarding was 
injuring the nation. 

Officials declined today to name the 
exact amount returned. 

Federal reserve banks ordered to 
send the names of all persons who 
withdrew gold before the bank holiday 
and had not returned it by the close 
of business Friday or yesterday had 
the.time limited extended to March 27. 

This will give any hoarders who 
are away from home opportunity to 
return and empty their safety de- 
posit boxes of the forbidden money 
and thus possibly escape any penalty 
that may be provided under treas- 
ury regulations cefining hoarding. 

The regulations are being prepared 
by the treasury under provisions of 
the emergency bank law and will de- 
fine hoarding and set penalties for it. 

While officials declined to discuss 
the new regulations, they intimated 
no leniency would be shown persons 
proved to be guilty of hoarding and 
refusing to return the _ gold to the 
banks.

SNELL DENOUNCES

In the second-round 
play, Uruguay meets the Chile-Brazil 
winner, and Peru opposes Argentina, 
April 3 to 5. Winners of these two 
tourneys will clash April 8 to 10 for 
South American zone supremacy. 

The Argentine association, desig- 
nated by France to conduct the South 
American zone play, notified the U. 
S. L. T. A. that the southern zone 
winner will sail for the United 
States on April 22, arriving in New 
York about May 10. 

If the United States defeats the | 
South American zone winner, May 
25 to 27, it will meet the winner of | 
the European zone at Paris for the 
right to battle France for the cup.

A Vulnerable Psychic— 
and Its Result. 


Psychic bidding is sometimes a very 
effective way of scoring points, but, 
when vulnerable, it can prove a ter- 
rific boomerang, particularly when the 
opponents are not obliging and refuse 
to keep the bidding open.

Roosevelt Presented 


With Chain of Nuggets 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—(P) 
Recent regulations nothwithstand- 
ig, President Roosevelt tonight had 
in his possession a store of golden 
nuggets from California. 

Made into a watch chain, they 
were presented to-the chief execu- 
tive today by King R. A. Bohlson. 
of Oakland, Cal., on behalf of Cali- 
fornia miners. 

Bohlson explained that the tiny 


nuggets were dug recently from the 
American river, the Huber river 
and mines in that section especially 
for Mr. Roosevelt as a token of 
esteem.
